An integral part 
of Canada's fight- 
ing forces are the 
women in the uni- 
form of the various 
services. They do a 
valuable work, per- 
forming many mili- 
tary duties, and 
make iwssihle the 
transfer of men to 
more active jobs. 

What can a girl 
get out of the ser- 
vice? It will rest to 
a great extent with 
herself what she 
gets and what she 
gives. I want to 
tell you some of the good things of service life. 

First on the list I would put good health, the 
opportunity that service life gives you of getting 
fit. The value of a strong, healthy body is fairly 
obvious, I think, to any girl whatever her job in 
civilian life may have been. The majority of girls 
have not had a chance to develop their bodies when 
young, or to keep them fit as they grow older. 

In the service it is different. It is true to say 
that one of the main objects of service life and 
training is to turn out healthy, strong soldiers. 
You may take advantage, then, of this opportunity; 
of the good food and regular meals; of the open 
air life; of the sports, and in a few months you 
will find you will be able to do physical things like 
marching long distances without fatigue that would 
have been impossible in civilian life. 

Next on the list I would put new ideas and new 
interests, that service life cannot fail to bring to 
every girl. War takes you away from your home 
town or village, shows you new places, and makes 
you meet all kinds of different people with different 
jobs and different ideas from what you have. 

War will take you to many parts of Canada or 
even of the world you never dreamed of seeing a 
few months ago. This is all to the good, I feel. If 
one keeps one's eyes open to compare the various 
ways of living of other people, one will be able to 
see more clearly what is valuable in this country 
and compare the two. I hope all women of the 
service will make the most of the opportunity to 
broaden their minds and keep their eyes open to all 
the new interests around them, so that when they go 
back to civilian life they will be wiser and better 
citizens. 

In the next place 1 would mention comradeship, 
one of the best things that service life has to offer 
the women. Service life offers many more 
opportunities for real comradeship than civilian life. 
When things go wrong, or when you feel fed up 
jt is a great thing to have a good friend to help. 
Remember that friendship means unselfishness. 
In the years to come you may he quite sure that 
the memoiy of these friendships will be one of the 
good things the war has given you. '

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INTEREST IN FARMER 

Farmers will welcome ^ofan Bracken's state- 
ment of Progressive-Conservative farm policy, 

summarized as follows: 1, Equality for fanners 

In the Canadian economy; 2, Hie maximum 
contribution of agriculture to the welfare of the 
Canadian people; 3, The conservation, as well 
as the development, of our greatest heritage, 
the storehouse of wealth in the upper foot of 
the nation's soil.

CHURCHES DO A JOB 

Some of the Newmarket churches are 
conducting a church survey. The purpose, as 



we understand it, is to secure the names of 
families who are not attending church and to 

turn the names over to the churches with which 
they regard themselves as being affiliated. The 
churches then would make an effort to interest 
these people in attending. 

The fact that many people do not attend 

church is not, we think, a matter for alarm. It 
has been "ever thus." As long as the church 
can dominate the community with its philosophy 
of heip-your-neighbor it does not matter how 
that philosophy gets about, whether by radio or 
reading or contact with those who do attend 
church. 

We wish the churches well, and we know that 
the church survey will be productive of much 
good, but we do not think that the churches 
will have to install much additional seating 
accommodation. 



NOW WE'RE TALKING 

Tne world outlook is to us definitely more 
encouraging. We art not thinking of Prime 
Minister Churchill's prediction that the European 
war will end next year, for we are with those 
foolish optimists who are always hoping that 
the end is just around the corner. Early in 
1930 we thought, with many Torontonians, that 
the great Shriner convention that was to come 
and did come to that city that summer would 
bring enough money to Toronto to end the 
depression!

Our encouragement arises out of the 
Moscow conference promise of a new League of 
Nations to keep the peace, the U.S. senate's 
vote in favor of participation in some form of 
world peace organization, and Mr- Churchill's 
own reference this week to "the larger world 
structure that will be erected to secure the 
peace and freedom of mankind."

LY good citizens. 



We should afford it every support 
in our power. We should support 
all democratic institutions in our 
midst, church groups, welfare 
groups and. institutes. 

In dealing with the difficulty in 
securing leaders for organizations, 
Mrs. Hayes said it was not lack of 
ability — the difficulty went deeper. 

Children should be educated to 
accept responsibility— this should 
be taughi. just as other fundamental 
character-builders are taught. 

It's much easier, said Mrs. Hayes, 
to sit back on the sidelines and 
criticize than to accept a position 
and try to fill It to the best of your 
ability. Lack of time should be no 
obstacle If we learn to put first 
things first. Lack of education can 
be overcome if we are honestly and 
earnestly desirous of doing our ML 
We must, in short, learn what is 
enduring and put our time to that. 

It won't matter, in a few months, 
if we didn't sweep under the beds 
before coming to the meeting, but 
it WILL matter if we do something 
toward a better community. We 
should all help and encourage. A 
president should not be a maid-of- 
all-work — the more work and res- 
ponsibility taken by the members — 
the better the institute. 

Never leave a president to face 



of opinion. 

If what we do is the best we can 
do, it will he a real contribution. 

We must measure up sacriflcial- 
ly, to hear the burdens wherever 
we meet them. , The W.I. has a 
great obligation to meet in the 
post-war world. 

It must be the custodian of all 
that is best in our customs, helping 
to assimilate the best in the people 
from Europe who will form part of 
the new Canada, hut keeping out 
the age-old hatreds, feuds and 
strife — we must bo good citizens*

Armed force cannot permanently one of those embarrassing pauses 
secure democracy; it could be lost [when she has asked for expression 
by the indifference of the common 
citizens like ourselves. 

Democracy i3 not apt to demand 
of the women of Canada the laying 
down of our lives, but it DOES ask 
for continuous effort to accomplish 
the innumerable, small unspectacu- 
lar things as we go on. 

First, as active good citizens, we 
must inform ourselves to be educat- 
ed good citizens. 

We must study democracy and 
familiarize ourselves with differ- 
ences between that form of gov- 
ernment and others. 

We should understand the set-up 
of dictator states and so be able 
to guard our own democratic insti- 
tutions against any Insidious 
spread of enemy propaganda. 

Institutes should sponsor study 
groups. There Is lots of invaluable 
material — lists of books on demo- 
cracy which can be obtained with 
very little effort 

Begin by applying your knowl- 
edge of active democratic citizen- 
ship In local units. Attend school 
meetings — learn the set-up of your 
school government and aim to have 
a woman, on ©very school board In 
Ontario. 

Women should study our muni- 
cipal set-up and so take an Intel- 
ligent interest In elections and 
shonld have a decidedly contribu- 
tory voice In municipal govornment 
Women's lack of Interest in 
provincial administration is appal- 
ling ant a sad commentory on our 
appreciation of what the franchise 
cost our pioneer voters. 

If we DON'T take an interest we 
should not find fault with anything 
the government does. Wo should 
not be conceited, but we should 
have a fair idea of onr own Im- 
portance. Christ stressed the im- 
portance of the Individual. Wo 
can each help to sway public opin- 
ion — what we say to husband, chil- 
dren, hatcner and baker Is 
Important. It alt helps sway public 
opinion— and be careful that It Is 
the right sort.

The first of the series of Form 
Radio Forums of the Newmarket 
Knst group was held Monday even- 
ing at the W. H. Wilmot home,

The subject, "Planning for Plen- 
ty." was discussed after listening 
to the national broadcast. "We 
should plan to prevent over abun- 
dance of one product nnd scarcity 
of another, and equitable distribu- 
tion should prevent hunger and 
want, nationally and internation- 
ally," the group agreed. 

'The shifting of economic values, 
as may happen after the war. re- 
quires corresponding alterations In 
farm plans and causes radical 
changes In farm work. Market con- 
ditions, soils nnd climatic condi- 
tions, capital resources, form lay- 
out and the Individuality of the 
farmer all Indicate that the farmer 
should plan ahead and according 
to his own situation. 

"Rotation of crops and livestock 
production in planned locally hut 
as a group farmers plan little or 
nothing.* It was agreed.
